Ill 
lnVt*^j the nverase of pounds lo each ti 
llj. in lnl-1, 12^; and in Wiiiiliur tin* 
j.ver.tfre has varied from ,'tSj lo HI J. But 
then, in repaid lo all (hear il is to lie 
oljierveil, lhat the relative value of money 
,i now (Tteairr, anil thai if these depusils 
lie really tfie snvinp,! of norkitig |ieoj>le, 
the chCaprreH uf living hw hrneiillrd 
lliem in a iimch greater degree than I lie 
hiwnera of wages and other mean* of in- 
to me haa injured. 

lint it ia not jKrllihle io ascertain thii 
from the returni, the rueagrentisof which 
we hive already com plained of. We can 
indeed ascertain the average of depoiita lo 
tie about forty pounds to each individual \ i 
Ijiil liuw many of these are under, hot* 
many above Ihol iitnoim!, we cannol gueas, \ 
and consequently wr catt form no conjec- 
ture of the stale of the clua or classes 
from nhnse earnings Ihev are ilerivrd. 
This initilution m far difTen from ihe 
other hanks, lhat il ia in a greater and 
mure jieculiar degree public property. We 
are entitled to require of il not only, 
as ne do of them, lo show ao much 
uf their engagements lud nieana as 
to satisfy us of the security oa 
which ne rely when we give in our 
deposit*, Inil we are entitled tu have its 
ilumeatic management arrtitiiiiied and dii- 
rliued. nut only lo aiicli an extent as will 
enable ua to check aliuiei, but for any 
other public purpose which auch a disclo- 
sure will serve, consistently wilh ila uses 
a* a Savings Bank. Of the other Banks 
we are rml entitled lo make this demand, 
hut tills one belongs to ourselvel — we are 
its ti a re holders iv tie never we tan ipare a 
feu shillings io place in its atock in trade. 
And how very easily and innocuously 
could the wished' for information be oh- 
tahned ! So jnoriv deposttori under jGo, 
su many under £10, ao many under 
[so many under JE1O0, so many above 
£100, su many male, so many female ; 
even the designations — M fabuurer, me- 
chanic, domestic aervant, shopkeeper — 
might 1m- given wilh very little trouble. 

Bui this defect in classification ia not 
all we haie lo complain uf. The officers 
of ihe initilution {mi doubt with Ihe best 
■noltvet— to avoid exciting alarm, and or- 
caMoning an inconvenient withdrawal of 
the funds, — but as we think unnecea- 
sanly,) have indulged in mystification, if 
nut seriously tam^iered with truth. And 
ue will make out thii charge as ful- 
luws 

We have alluded tu I lie suppression of 
[he deposits belonging to the Mailland 
branch, hi 1812 the number waa 5>*— 
the value tiri:!*!.

Not one 
forty jwHinJa remaining I No- Man land 
has suffered much in (he nine way as the 
others which depended on agricultural re - 
turrit, but not mure. The Agent of Ihr 
Savings Hank failed thai is the explana- 
tion. What Ih'n became of the money ? 
We cannot tell, peibapa il was lost, and 
Vfr. Mltijp.a prosed against the Agent's 
relate, and paid the deposits out of the 
reserve fund, Verhapa il was saved, and ihe 
Mailland depositors have become Sydney 
ones. Perhaps not that either, but the 
depuiita hate been placed to (he credit of 
the proper }iirtiea iti the Bank uf Aui- 
tradaiii at Mailland, and there being now 
no branch of the Mating! Hank there, (he 
account! are continued with lhat Bank. 
Al) these are thing! which cause ui to 
exclaim with the truly wise, " How little 
we know !"

This is very 
disingenuous, anil is inexcusable bill for 
(he inutile which tiu doubt actuated the 
managers— the wish that ignorant persons 
might not, on seeing a large loss " riiieu 
off, form erroneous conclusions as to the 
stability of the Bank. The same wish, 
probably, has prevented ihrtn from dis- 
tinguishing hull fiir Ihe mortgage loans 
are formed of principal, and how far of 
arrears "f interest. As ihr great danger 
is now decidedly river,— muil of the per- 
sonal securities bring tun ui, and as we 
have no doubt the ulher securities will lie 
found aufficient in the long run. we hope

Wf hasten to correct a mistake in our lasl 
article on this snbjci'1. in which we staled 
that Ihe assets uf the Commercial Bank 
are short (according lo the returns) uf tiie 
Bank's liabilities tu the shareholders am) 
the public. We have been ftirnished with 
a memorandum, showing an excess on ihe 
quarter ending 3 1 it Decern Iter, 1811, uf 
£7,993, and on lhat ending 3 1st March, 
1 8 of seu,28lf - and we are assured that 
tit were in error in saying there was a 
deticiency. Notwithstanding the informa- 
tion arTurded by this memorandum, we 
were not able for some lime lo see our 
error. «We have now found it out, and 
the source of it. In the return for 31st 
March, 1815, the Hank have stated the 
dividend laal declared tu he sgl,S2 j. We 
supposed this in have been n dividend fur 
the hilf-year ending ft 1 si December, and 
eonsciiuently ihe amount to have been 
contained undeclated and unpaid in the 
Bank's funds al that latter date. But ii 
Kent! lhat thr Bank have not yeldeclnred 
any dividend for the period alluded Lo. 
and therefore we ought not tu have added 
in the dividend into the liabilities, The 
aunt shown » excels cun tains the reserved 
profits, -£8,062, and undivided profits of 
the period, «VI,131. In the March nuar- 
ter the same correction is required, the 
excess being £i;,W reserved fund, and 
c.' ~i>7 current undivided prutiti. 

Now, this leads us to animadvert on the 
absurdity, nota- it h standing thai dividends 
are usually declared half- yea tly, and in 
smile half-years may nut he declared at 
all, uf inserting the dividend last declared 
in each quarterly return, without specify - 
ing out of what period arising, or when 
declared.

The flag of the 
protectorate was then set snd ssluted from the 
ships or war, snd. from (he batteries. A grand 
dinner on the green, al which the Admiral and 
the tioreruor presided, eloaed the scene The 
picture wai a melancholy one — Vp tee men of 
tank, education, and talent, asaoclaicd with 
cretturr* so debaaed : the deep humiliation

The Protettnrate once more ealabliahed, lelm 
see how it works, (In ihe evening of the same 
day, a faithful friend of Pomare'* wa* aeiied 
and confined in irons, because he h*d at the 
requtut cf hii lorcreign ctnicd letters for 
Ueneral Miller, the Hntiah Conaul-Uenerel.

A man is teiicd and banished the country 
befauae he coniet n letter witli the seal of the 
Btittah Consul. A few dsyt after this affair, 
one of the Engliah SI iaaionariea wished to pto- 
eeed to Pspenoo, to hold Divine tetricf, but 
upon application to the Uovernor for the necn- 
sary ptasport, he ia prohibited from going to 
preach to tho native*, although a Human Ca- 
tholic priest was then tmongit thepeople. What 
doe* (loremor Uruat now say of hi* reneritioii 
for religioui liberty; and what has become of the 
atfitranrraof the protection to the miaiiontrle* 
which M, (ruitot so tolemnly give to the Ettl 
of Aberdeen « In Paris it will be called * great 
miatake, and laughed off. l fl rd Cowley will 
enblaui to the Eafl at Abenleen how Uie mis.

h*ve been compelled t.) leave Tahiti, will hive 
learned indeed that there- hat been a grand 
miiEiko. A few weeks ago, the Society 
wand*, Hushini, Raittea, Itorabnra, 
lahsa, were honoured with a French Protec- 
torate, the steamer ruskot a few trips amongst 
the tslsnds w aaeeil*;n thf state of pirtie*. 
then goat down a few dart nflctwardt to form 
* Protectorate ! lljr ibe by the ia cnmiiuj to 
Sydney soon. The flagi in the leeward islands 
hare been turn down by the indignant people— 
you will hear mure of this. Kaistc*, upon 
which residea the pence uted Chrlatien yuetn— 
the mond Peotettsnt Uueen in the world— 
hst been dcdired in a atat* of siege— in- 
tercourse has been prohibited, and a party 
who** family reside* upon Haiatea tt forbidden 
to return hcuuo to the bosom of hii familr. 
Need I add he ia sit Englishman. In Pajjiote 
they are still in s state of siege— *till liable to 
be shot if they step beyond their own dntlr after 
o i lock.. TKo patrol only are out alter 
time, and robberies arc of frequent occur- 
rence. One merchant, a few nights ago, lost 
property to the onvmnt of $1000, Tihiti tinder 
a French Prout'tofatel I have viaited Tehili 
when under the government of Petaare—all 
wna peace, security, snd tranquillity ; only one 
caae of housebreaking, and thai by foreign*". 
At 11m Courts of J hit ice. let it only be known 
ihtt the party ia in Englishman, uid the ques- 
tion ia very aoon lettlcd. 1 nire you the ta.c 
nf an KnoHlhwvlhan, of good character, who 
purchased n calf at market value. Il wasafier- 
watdi discorded that the calf was a itolcnone ; 
the uiTciider was fined, and eon lined iiiironi; and 
a few days afterward., the Justice of the Peace 
received a note fiom the acting (iovcrnut parti- 
cular that tho receiver wa* U bad at th* thief, 
and that ihe mu.t bt e*™WrA*sajsw uMr 
lh,rt , that is, * rrap.itablc Englishwoman, 
who«. husband is from home, ia lo be taken 
fiom her family of littlu children, end couiinod 
in iron* in the common prison. The Justice to 
whom the nolo wit addressed, refuted to lend 
himself a party to anything so notation! *a ■ 
aentrnte pronounced previous to trial; he re- 
fused to acl -and diaruisaed Ihe caae. Tbia ia, 
however* fair easmple of Pfoleelorale Court* 
Of Justice. We have too many cttses in which 
calve* are concerned. A few days ago. a French 
officer insulted the wife ot a respectable Ameri- 
can resident, ho ndminiatcri-d with a whip 
that chaati»emcnt which the ofleflcc deterred, 
and which the law refused to g;i*c, (or which 
he hss been fined, notune farthing damages, na 
in other laud., but the moderate aum of £20, 
and fifteen day*' imprieanineni. Tne teetd*nt*. 
I hear, will raise the fine liy tubacription. A few 
nighti after, another Ktiglish female was ir>. 
aulted, iij»n the public street mat her own 
door. Jirt resident ran le*ve Tahiti without 
giving eight day*' not ire ; nil letters but must

Did 
they not break the treaty when tbej deputed 
the Uuoen > and jet a llriiiih Admiral will 
write lo the tjuecn about her eaiiting treaty 
with the French, Haa England sold Pomare
